Phat 
eonvention adopted a series of reso- 
lutions supgusea to embody tha 
thought of the delegates present as 
to the policy which should be applied 
to the Government of this Province 
and on which platform the party 
candidates should ask the endorsation 
of the electorate. But the thoughts 
of Mr. Bennett are not the thoughts 
of the Red Deer convention. With* 
the future he apparently has no con- 


cern. Alike his purpose and his pol- 
icy are shaped to the _ party 
needs of the present, regard- 


less of the future needs of the Prov- 
ince. Of the ‘constructive states- 
manship” of which so many shining 
platitudes have been ejected by Mr. 
Bennett no evidence is forth-coming 
in his addresses. 

Not only so but on those questions 
which Mr. Benneti has been pleased 
to make the basis of his attack upon 
the Government and the text of his 
fervent appeais to the electorate, the 
Conservative leader either has no poi- 
icy or he ts afraid to state it. 

Questioned very pointedly on Fri- 
day evening at Ularesholm whether 
if given the power by the Privy 
Council he would repeal the present 
school law, Mr. Bennett could only 
excuse himself for declining to reply 
on the ground that it was useless 
to discuss this question till the con- 
stitutional point had been decided.

echurch-tontrolled system of _ bi-lin- 
gual schools, established in that prov- 
ince; schools taught by teachers in 
clerical garb and certificated only by 
the St. Boniface normal school, in 
which schools’ distinctively  relig- 
ious imstruction takes »ylace as a 
matter of actual and regular prac- 
tice, the work of which schools 
is inspected only by Mr. Roger Gou- 
let, a former graduate and now

To thcse who <now 
these facts as they exist in the un- 
poetic reality, the flowery picture of 
the Ontario journalist does not savor 
of the fulimess of knowiedge.
